THE CARSON MINT PBOBI/BM. 


Fifth Uny of the Jone» Preliminary Kx- 


uiuliinUon-Meltor nnd Beilner HarrU 
on tho Stmirt-Smily ScnJes— Pioneer*. 


CARSON, April 27, 1895. 


The Jones mint examination was re- 


sumod at 10 A. M. with Melter and Be- 
finer Harris on the stand. The same 
lot of bullion, twenty-five shoe bars of 
200 ounces each, was brought over from 
the mint including the Savage melt 
and the famous spurious or "counter- 
feit melt" for use if required ia illus- 
tration. 


THAT DUPLICATE KEY. 


Mr. Harris was again questioned 


with regard to that duplicate key of 
the refinery which he had at first 
stated that he had found in or on 
Jones's desk. It was found by T. Dolan, 
a helper, who gave it to "Doe" O'Toole, 
who subsequently gave it to Harris. It 
was found in clearing out a vault 
among some books. 


SCALES TAMPERED WITH. 


In June, I89i, Mr. Harris stated, the 


transferring of the bullion from the 
weighing and receiving room to the 
melting and refining room was com- 
menced, and for three weeks therefrom 
the scales seemed to be tampered with, 
almost every morning being found to 
overweigh about an ounce in a thous- 
and ounces, having to be corrected be- 
foro work could be proceeded with. 
They finally got BO badly out of fix 
that a skilled mechanic had to be 
called for who soon had them in com- 
plete order again. But they did not 
stay so, next morning being found de- 
fective as before. 
Mr. Harris then 


caused it to bo slyly reported about 
tho mint that special spotters were 
placed on watch to detect the culprit, 
and the result was that the scales be- 
haved all right from that on. 


AND DEFINING. 


Mr. Harris testified that tho original 


melt, not the spurious one, came to 
him straight, through the usual chan 
nel and would iiol state that Jones told 
him that he received it from Superin- 
tendent Hofer. 


Thomas Connors of the assaying de- 


partment, and George Cagwin testified 
respectively relative to the regular 
routine work in the refinery and assay- 
ing departments. 


Pouris Ellis, clerk, testified on exam- 


ination of tb» settlements of the last 
five years referred to him, that he had 
seen nothing of them from first to last 
in them, and even now, to excite sus- 
picion and saw no reason for believing 
that Mr. Jones had even falsified a 
melt or sample of any kind. Both 
Ellis and Cagwin testified to the possi- 
bility of Jones doing so, but did not 
believe he aver had. 


Witnesses also testified to their be- 


lief in tho strict honor and integrity 
of Zabriskie, the former Melter and Ee- 
fluer. 


A bullet hole found in the lead floor- 


ing of the refinery, was testified to by 
Connors aa having been made by Ken- 
nedy, night watchman, six or eight 
months ago. He was passing there one 
night with his lantern in one hand and 
pistol cocked in tue other when he 
slipped and fell, and his pistol going 
off the hole was made in the floor. It 
was stated at first that he had shot r,t a 
man skulking about the refinery, but 
that was not so. 


On motion of the prosecution the 


Court adjourned till Monday at 10 A. 
it. It was thought that the examina- 
tion would conclude to-day, but it 
could not be done,

THE FISH LAW. 


What the Supreme Court Says About It. 


In the Supreme Court of the State of 


Nevada ex-parte Fredrick 
Hewlett, 


petitioner, original proceedings, appli- 
cation for writ of habeas corpus, Tor- 
reyson and Summerfleld, attorneys for 
petitioner; F. H. Norcross, District 
Attorney of Washoe county, and H. M. 
Beatty, Attorney-General, attorneys for 
respondent, the Court refuses the writ. 


SYLLABUS, BY BIGKLOW, 0. J. 


1. Where the title states that tne 


subject of an Act is to amend one sec- 
tion of a former statute, the Act can- 
not be extended to the amendment of 
other sections. 


2. Where the sections of an Act are 


so separate and independent that one 
section can be made to operate in ac- 
cordance with the intention of the 
Legislature without the aid of the 
others, and the invalid sections should 
not have constituted any inducement 
to pass the first, the Courts will sus- 
tain that sec tion although tho other 
sections are unconstitutional. 


3. Stats, of Nev. 1895,83, provides 


that trout shall not be caught from 
October of each year to June of each 
year. Held, that the intention of the 
Legislature was to forbid the catching 
of trout from October of one year to 
June of the next year. 


4. Where there is a conflict between 


the provisions of the same Act, and 
there is nothing else to indicate which 
the Legislature intended to be in force, 
the latest in position will control. 


5. Where an Act forbids the catch- 


ing of trout from the rivers of a State, 
and also from the lakes, even if the 
provision as to tho lakes is so self-con- 
tradictory that it cannot be enforced, 
this will not invalidate the provision 
against catching from the rivers.

At fer- 
tilizer and neutralize! of black alkali 
it has no equal. It is also knowu that 
it is death to the weevil, but the good 
uses to which it can be put have never 
been half told: 


"Sprinkle it freely in the stalls of 


your barn and it will prevent the flies 
from bothering your horses. That is 
your barn will not draw flies. Further- 
more, it absorbs and retains the am- 
monia in the manure and thereby en- 
hances its value as a fertilizer, as well 
asmakingagooddedodorizor. It makes 
a good insecticide. Whether as a free 
wash it will kill scale requires demon- 
stration, but the chances are it will do 
away with most of the enemies of plant 
life if freely used about garden and 
orchard. It ia a downright boon to 
poultry men. Have a box of it where 
your hens and chickens can swallow it 
and it will keep them free from lice 
and mites of all kinds.

District Court. 


Judge Cheney rendered an opinion 


yesterday in the case of Lachman vs. 
Mclnnis. The judgment was in favor 
of defendant, the plaintiff having to 
pay costs of suit.
